which, if the Government

That session will inevitabl:

through ir time. The likeli- 
hood of a Bill irı the next 
session starting next autumn 
has all but disappeared. 

Ministers and most Con- 
servative MPs are commited 
to rate system reform, but 
have found it impossible to 
agree on what should replace 
it.

Move to end: 
sharp, shock 
regime fails

About 7 per cent of young 
offenders sentenced to the 
Government's “short, sharp 
shock” pilot scheme had to 
be transferred ۰ to other 
detention certres because 
they were found to be 
mentally or physically :unfit. 
to undergo the regime, Mr 
Patrick Mayhew, Minister of 
Stte at the Home Office, 
announced yesterday during 
the committee stage of the 
Criminad Justice Bill. 

He refused to accept an 
posit amendment to the 
Bill, which sought to abolish 
borstal training and provide 
for custodial serıtences of 
between three weeks and 
four months in detention 
centres for male offecders 
aged between 14 and 21. The 
amendment would have re- 
quired courts to obtain and 
corrsider reports on the 
physical and mental conditon 
of the youths before sentenc- 
ing them to the detention 
centres. 

The amendment was re- 
jected by 12 votes to 6, the 
Social Democratic Party vOt- 


ing with the Opposition.

SIR PETER HIT THE BUFFERS 


The railways board has 
chosen to tread the path of 
humiliation mapped out for it 
by Lord McCarthy, not that 
he left it with much choice 
when he decided to make it 
the victim of last August's 
ACAS-sponsored fudge.

HIGHER SPEED AND HIGHER PRICE 


At the very time that petrol 
prices are falling by 5 per 
cent and more, the state 
electricity and gas industries 
are now arnouncing Increases 
of around 10 and 25 per cent 
respectively in their tariffs.
